REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The specific 
limitations of (with respect to claim 16) "...preparing a painted canvas... preparing a 
masking paper that has a hollow space of the desired objects... placing a blank 
transferring paper inside a base pan... moisturizing the blank transferring paper to form 
a film of water... depositing flowing colors on the wetted blank transferring 
paper... directing the flowing colors to flow freely and mix with each other... placing the 
masking paper on the top of the transferring paper... placing the painted canvas on the 
top of the masking paper wherein the painted side of the painted canvas faces the 
masking paper and the transferring paper... transferring the flowing colors from the 
transferring paper to the painted canvas; wherein the flowing colors is a mixture of an 
oil-based pigment and an oil in a ratio from about 1:1 to about 5:1 (pigment: oil)..." and 
(with respect to claim 17) "..."...preparing a painted canvas... preparing a masking 
paper that has a hollow space of the desired objects... placing the painted canvas in a 
base pan wherein the painted side faces up... placing a masking paper on top of the 
painted canvas... moisturizing a surface of the masking paper evenly... depositing 
flowing colors on the wet surface of the masking paper... allowing the flowing colors over 
the hollow space, wherein the flowing colors is a mixture of an oil-based pigment and an 
oil in a ratio from about 1:1 to about 5:1 (pigment: oil)..." are not anticipated or made 
obvious over the prior art of record in the examiners opinion. For example, "Water Art" 
discloses a method for making a painted canvas which teaches placing a blank canvas 
inside a base pan, moisturizing the blank canvas to form a film of water and depositing 
one or multiple flowing colors on the wetter blank canvas (read onto the step of placing 
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the paper into the water/paint mixture as it accomplishes all of the claimed method 
steps), directing the colors to flow freely and mix with each other (read onto the step of 
dribbling the dilute oil paint onto water and swirling the mixture), allowing the colors to 
dry (described by the step of letting the art dry). Talmas discloses an activity like that of 
"Water Art", which teaches that it is known to move the base pan which holds the 
canvas in order to mix the colors fully. However, prior art of record fails to disclose or 
teach the additional method step as claimed and stated above including the use of 
transferring paper and a masking paper.
